.tlAJOR BENTLEY DEFENDS “Y” 

Much newspaper criticism has been 
published reganling llie Y. M. C. A. 
over seas, ami ii would have been a 
miracle il out of ti,0U0 workers there 
Had not been a few crooks, but the 
lollowing letter from Major U. 1. 
Bentley, of the famous Calilorma 
"Grizzlies” sums up the situation per¬ 
fectly : 

“I was very much surpri.sed on land¬ 
ing in New York to learn of the agi¬ 
tation against the Y. M. C. A., and 
when 1 found that it hail spread to 
California, 1 took pains at the lirst 
opportunity to express myself in fa¬ 
vor of the “Y”, hoping to offset the 
injustice being done. 

“During my entire stay in France, 
during which 1 visited almost every 
section and covered almost the entire 
.•American front from the Sw i.ss bor- 
ilcr to Belgium, I found the “Y” in¬ 
dispensable ami would have been, in 
many cases, without lodging, food anrl 
smokes (not to mention luxuries), had 
it not been for the many “Huts.” 

“Dropping back into such towns as 
Bar-le-duc, Verdun and Toul, which 
had “Huts” nearest the line, the “Y” 
offered the only place where 1 could 
enjoy a cleaning up, a good rest ami 
good meals. 

“I have never been overcharged for 
any items; and when 1 met a man who 
made a complaint against the Y. M. 
C. A., I found the complaint a trivial 
one. Further, when I askeil the ijues- 
tion, what the army would have done 
without the “Y” the inevitable reply 
has been that the complainer got an 
entirely new viewpoint, admitting his 
complaint as trivial and agreeing that 
the situation would have been far 
from improved without the very valu¬ 
able support given by this organiza¬ 
tion. 

“I will be very glad to have you 
u.se this letter in any way you care to, 
and can only state further that I have 
had no direct connection with the Y'. 
M. C. A. and I am going on record 
simply to correct what 1 consider a 
grievous wrong that has been done to 
it.

At such a time, the engagement of 
.Minosaku Toshi Yamamoto, Japanese 
scholar, author and lecturer, is of par¬ 
ticular inqioftance.

Alice Genevieve Smith, formerly 
harpist with both the Chicago Grand 
Opera Company and the .Vlettropoli-

She is considered by musi¬ 
cal critics one of the foremost harp¬ 
ists of the country.

MISS CAR.SON W RITES SCHOOL | 

Bertha M. Carson, former teacher 
who resigned to accept a government 
jiosition lust month, writes an inter¬ 
esting letter to the school trom Wash¬ 
ington. Extracts from which follow: 

'■*•1 started away from Los Ange¬ 
les just about the time you were go¬ 
ing to your various rooms for roll 
call. As we hurried along San Gab¬ 
riel Valley toward San Beinardino, 1 
watched the balloons, and the trails on 
the mountains near Sierra Madre as 
far as 1 could see them, thinking of 
you and my mother and sister all the 
time. **'' The next morning, Thurs- 
ilay, 1 awakened in snow-covereil 
country. We were in the mountains 
in Utah and there was snow, snow 
everywhere. 1 saw boys and girls ice 
skating on a pond little larger than 
the grass [ilot in front of the school 
and oh, such red cheeks and no.ses as 
they had. The mountains were white 
with ice and snow and that same sheet 
of white co.ntinued from the moun¬ 
tain sides across the valley to the rail¬ 
road tracks. Along the fences I saw 
many horses and cows that had frozen 
and had been left. *** We were in 
mountains most of that day and night 
but no such lofty rocky mountains as 
those of you have seen who have come 
through Colorado. 1 saw the Devil’s 
Slide, which resembles a slide into a 
swimming pool or the slide that the 
little folks enjoy, except that it is 
made of two rows of rock close to¬ 
gether that stand up into the air from 
the mountain side like a saw edge or 
a comb. This very rough place to 
slide down is as long as the mountain 
is high. Next we hurried out onto the 
great plains where 1 saw many little, 
lonely schools that looked as if six 
or seven pupils and a teacher wouhl 
be a big crowd. 

Early Saturday morning we cros.sed 
the .Missi.ssijipi river. The porter told 
me what time so 1 was up and ready 
-1 even Imd my hair all comlH'd and 
was eating breakfast so 1 had a won¬ 
derful view, from both sides of the 
car. The great old river was like a 
solid river of ice tho’ wo could see 
that the ice was thin anil in many 
places brok'en. 

At Chicago an old friend met me. 
***Of course, one who has never been 
in Chicago takes his lirst lunch at 
Field’s wonderful big store, so there 
we went. Everything 1 saw 1 wished 
1 could tell you about at once, or bet¬ 
ter, I wishini you were all swing with 
me. In the large light-.shaft or dome 
in the center of the building hung the 
store’s big service flag and “Old 
Glory.” Can you imagine how large 
they were? Ju.st seven stories long! 
And width in proportion. The stripes 
in the “Star Spangleii Banner” were 
about forty inches wide and the stars 
as large accordingly. 

**♦1 pas.sed through Pittsburg and 
.Sunday we traveleil on a rather slow 
train into Harri.sburg, Pa., and on and 
on toward Washington. We came thru 
Johnstown and saw evidences of the 
awful flood some years ago. Every 
where there were evidences of coal! 
being burned in the engines instead 
of oil as we know in the far West. I 
must say far west, because when I 
.say west here, people think I’m from 
("Ihicago or Omaha. 

***My how I wish you were all 
here to enjoy Washington with me. 
Miss Gai-dner’s sister met me when I 
arrived and I have been busy from 
that moment to this. She has gone

YUUK INCOME TAX 

Deputy Tax Collector Now in City 
To Help All .Make Uut Income 
Tax Returns 

William Benesh, Deputy Internal 
Revenue Collector, has been at the 
I’ost Ulhce since Wednesday, explain¬ 
ing the provisions of the Incomo Tax ' 
and as he will leave this evening at 5 
p. in. you’ll have to hurry if you wish 
to consult him regarding your asaoMs- 
ment. 

Every unmarried person who had 
a net income of $1,000 or over during 
1918; and every married person who, 
together with wife (or husband) and 
minor children, had a net incomo of 
$2,000 in 1918. 

The advice and seivices of the De¬ 
puty Collector are entirely free, and 
he is authorized to administer tho 
oath required on returns, free of 
charge. Persons who are taxable 
should make payment when filing 
their returns by attaching check or 
money-order. 

The punishment for failing to make 
return is severe, so you better consult 
the deputy and be on the safe side.

QUOTAS OF LOAN 
WILL DEPEND ON 
WAR STAMP SALES 


Oversubscriptions of January 
and February Savings Cam¬ 
paign Allotments to Re¬ 
duce Loan Task

Victory Liberty Loan quotas of the 
Twelfth Federal Heserve District are 
to be determined in some measure by 
the amounts loaned the government 
by each district in War Savings 
Stamps during .January and February. 
If a district oversubscribes Its War 
Savings Stamp quotas for the first 
two months of the year. Its Victory 
Liberty Loan quota will be decreased 
to the extent of the oversubscription. 
Conversely. If u district fails to reach 
Its January and Fobruary Stamp quo¬ 
tas, Its Liberty Loan quota will be 
Increased. 

When Lewis B. Franklin, director 
of the War Loan Organization, was In 
San Francisco recently, he revealed 
that on the day the armistice was 
signed there was in progress in Wash¬ 
ington a meeting to formnlate plans 
for the continuous sale of Liberty 
Bonds—such a plan as j;overn8 the 
sale of Thrift and War Savings 
Stamps. Moreover, the Liberty Bond 
and War Stamps work was to be 
closely coordinated. 

These plans were Immediately dis¬ 
carded when the Germans signed the 
armistice and when Secretary of the 
Treasury Glass took office he an¬ 
nounced that the Victory Liberty Loan 
would be the last. In the face of sug¬ 
gestions that the Victory lx>an be put 
on a cold commercial basis, ho added 
that the men nuiking these sugges¬ 
tions were discounting the patriotism 
of the American people and he would 
depend upon the patriotism of the 
American people rather than place se¬ 
curities of the United States govern¬ 
ment upon a plane with the paper of 
private corporations. 


.Ml.S.S CAR.SON WRITES SCHOOL 


(Concluded from Paj'p One) 
hack to California now but I have 
found many other California people 
so I’m not the only one far from 
home. I can’t begin to tell you of the 
wonderful buildings and interesting 
parks and statutes here. Every morn¬ 
ing a.s I walk .straight south to my 
work the great Capitol building 
stands directly at the end of the 
street. I face it for 28 blocks straight 
walking.***! have had one enjoyable 
sight seeing trip when I went to Ar¬ 
lington .Memorial cemetery, 'fhe man¬ 
sion and grounds of Cenei-al Lee wei'e 
taken over by the northerners in the 
tlivil War titnes as a hospitiil and 
burial grounds. Gen lx?e left the place 
(his home) as the Northern Army ud- 
vancfsl and never roturnerl or receiv¬ 
ed money for it, however, his heirs 
were duly p.aid. Now the cemetery is 
beautifully kept for an honorary bur¬ 
ial place for our soldiers and sailors. 
***Near Arlington is F'ort Meyer, a 
very old but permanent government 
army post, also the highest wireless 
aerials in the United States. 'Fhere are 
three towers, but the exact height I’m 
afraid to qoute. However, the re¬ 
ceiving room is .so well padded and 
proteeteil there that a cannon fire<l 
just outside the walls could not be 
heard within. Then too, the electrical¬ 
ly chargeil barbed wire fence around 
the station prevents a few curious 
ireople—Huns and spies, particularly, 
from gathering around. 

This afttemoon I herad Col. Bishop, 
the world’s greatest “aeb” speak on 
his experiences. Herbeit and Ivan 
brought his picture which I think I 
left on the burlap bulletin board. He 
was most interesting to hear. 1 wish 1 
could tell of the thrilling things he 
tobl us. He has 110 Hun planes to his 
credit, 72 of which are official. In his 
last flight, he went out for a lack 
just before sailing from F'rsincc for 
England, and he had to sail at 12 
o’clock noon. He started toward the 
German lines after nine o’clock but 
soon met three planes. They started 
firing but Col. Bishop got one, the 
other two eollideil and smashed to 
eailh, just iis two other Huns hurried 
to their assistance. Col. Hishop then 
gave one of these two what they had 
expected to give him and the other 
di.sappeared in the clouds. Rather than 
wait for him to return for n fight Col. 
Bishop turned towards his own aero- 
dome but met a Hun two-.scated plane 
coming home to Hun territory. Of 
course, being in a fighting mood, he 
opene<l fire ami got his fifth Hun in 
this third combat all of which took 
place in eight minutes. 

Well we are expecting to see the 
President next week some time. There 
will be parades and perhaps a holiday. 
I shall have to write again when I see 
him and some other important people 
and buildings in Washington.
